Reciprocity and Rebellion, 



The following paragraphs occur in 
our delayed tolcgrnphip dispatches; 

New York, Nov 15— The Canadian au- 
thorities huvu notified our Government that 
uniosH trado between the two oourjtries b« 
eo nrrangt'd as to be eomcwhat reciprocal 
they will be unable lo witti 3ti\rul the pee- 
■ euro from nil parts ol ttio dominion urging 
them to do nwuy with the system of Babiog 
liconses, nud compelling Arnericon fisher" 
men to remain outside the three (nilo limits 
of the shoro3 of Canada ; nlsu, to establish 
duty on foroign eoal so as to givo the market 
ol Western Oonatia to Nova Scotia coal in- 
stead of having it supplied as now Iroin 
Pennsylvania and Ohio, and to place an ex- 
port duty oo pino iiiubur and an import duty 
on American breadstull's, u large market fori 
which is now found in Canada under free 
ndmission by tho present Canadian tariff, 

Letters from reliable parties rspresant a 
formidable rebellion in the Ked liivor 
country ag.titiit the Canadian Confederation. 
The French population will nqt allow Gov. 
MoDougall, lately sent Irorn Canada, to en- 
ter that settlement. His party was encamped 
two miles beyond tho Irontier, at Pembina, 
iv herd thoy .were met, Nov 2d, by a body 
ot insurgent", mounted, and armed, and es- 
corted peremptorily over the lino. The 
Governor is now encamped in Dakolah Ter- 
ritory, awaiting evoiitn. Mentitirno tho ins 
8urgenta havo organized a provisional gov- 
ernment, and demand a Territorial Govern- 
ment, nfter tho American fashion, with a 
Lagialature chosen by the people, and a 
homestead act. It is said that Governor 
AlcDougal w 11 apply to the Canadian Gov- 
ernment for troops, and to Washington lor 
authority to pass tbem through tho North- 
western States. 

Tho lorrnor is sufficiently important, 
tho lattor sufficiently sensational to 
claim a few remarks at our hands. Wo 
have long been aware that tho Dominion 
Government has in tho fishory question 
a lover sufficiently powerful to brir)g 
tho United States Government to terms, 
nnd that they would not fail to neo it 
when the proper time nrrivod. -Many 
of our rondora will understand that by 
International Treaty tho const fisheries 
of tho Dominion are secured to it within 
an area extending three miles from tho 
Bhoro lino. Under tho late reciprocity 
treaty those fishing grounds were enjoyed 
in common bj both countries. After y^p 
tho abrogation of that treaty tho Cana- - 
dian Government mot tho Amoricorta iu 
the most liberal spirit, permitting them 
tho con'iuued uso of tho Canadian fall- 
ing grounds under ft nominal license, a 
pnvilogo enjoyed up to tho present. 
This privilego the Dominion Government 
now proposoa to withdraw unless mu- 
tually beneficial commercial relations 
are established. Evon tho American^ 
cannot Gnd fault with Canada for doing 
this. Tho fact of tho matter is, Cana- 
da has boeu fur too liberal and yielding 
in this matter. Tho Americans have 
been enjoyiug all tho advantages ol these 
valuable fisheries in common with Cana- 
dians, while thoy have also onjoyod tho 
great advantages offered by the extreme- 
ly liberal tariff of Canada, as against 
tho almost prohibitory tariff of the 
United States j and ali tho time thoy 
havo been enjoying these exceptional 
advantages thoy have maintained an al- 
most insolent bearing towards their 
easy-going good-natured neighbors, no 
doubt laughing in tlK'ir sleeves at Cana- 
dian simplicity. Nor can it bo doubted 
that yo long «s tho Americans were loft 
in the undisturbod enjoymcat of thoao 
advantages there would be no disposi- 
tion on their part to enter into commer- 
cial treaty relations reciprocally bene- 
ficial, -No.no! They had too g"o 1 a 
thing for that. They onjoyod tho chief 
advantages which .such a trea'.y wjulii 
confoi" without being called upon to 
comedo anything in return. They had 
practically free uso of tli3 Canadian 
fisheries and a free market in Canada 
for their coal and agricultural productions, 
while by an exorbitant oastoms tariff 
they practically ||shrit out Canadian 
productions. Why should tho Amori- 
cans relinquish ad'v4ntfigo> all their own 
for reciprocal cues ? J»p One can be 
surpiisyd, however, ihuf. tho Cumuli* 
nns have resolvo'd to put an end to 
such r. glaringly onesided arrangement, 
by excluding American fisherinun from 
their grounds and mooting tho Ameri- 
can tariif with a Fair .set-off, unless re- 
ciprocal advantages uro oonoeded. 
There can bo little doubt as to tho 
result. The fishing question alone is 
an irresistible presftiro. Some may 
anticipate resistance on the part of :1m 
Americans. It uiust ho remembered, 
however, that tho British fioet, the 
whole- power of the nation, in tad, is at 
the back ot tho Dominion, pledgor] to 
defend her in the peaceable and undiso 
turbed enjoy inont of her fishing grounds, 
iivou if tlio Americans were disposed to 
breakthrough a treat/ to which they 
wero a contracting parly, they would 
Boarcelj be prepared to. accept tho in- 
evitable consequence u Unquestionably, 
therefore, a new reciprocity treaty bo- 
twoen Ua> ada and the States will bo 
tho immediate result. To us on the 
Pacific this subject is fraught with ira- 
portunoo, affording, fta is iloen, fresh as» 
Kuranco that wo shall under Confederal 
Upn enjoy a free market in tho' Unit- 
ed States lor our coal, lumber, fish, oils, 
cranborries, Iking, and other prodii'^ 
lions.
